M argaret’s decision not to mar­ 
ry Townsend, father of two sons. 


He div orced his wife in 195 2 on 
grounds of misconduct. She has 
married another man. 
“ I thank God,” said the Rev . 
Douglas Lockhart, an Edinburgh 
clergy man who was outspoken in 
opposition to a Margaret-Town- 
send match. “ She will hav e the 
lov e and sy mpathy of Christians 
ev ery where.” 
Dr. Leslie Wetherhead, presi­ 
dent of the Methodist Conference, 
said: “ I think that it (Marga­ 
ret’s decision) is 
v ery courag­ 
eous, absolutely 
right, 
and

think it will endear

than ev er to the hearts of all our 
people.” 
The Rev . Henry ’ Cook, presi­

Great Britain and Northern Ire­ 
land, issued a statem ent say ing:

The archbishop of Canterbury , 
ranking prelate of the Church of

Many ordinary Britons, those 
who watch Margaret admiringly 
whenev er she appears in public 
and who beam beneath her warm 
sm ile, were disappointed by her 
blighted romance. 
A girl who performs in a cab­ 
aret was standing outside Clar­ 
ence House, the Princess’s Lon­ 
don residence, when Margaret’s 
statement of her decision was is­ 
sued. 
“ It takes a lot of guts to giv e 


up the man y ou lov e,” the girl 
said. “ I think 
she 
has 
more 
courage than her uncle.” 
She was referring to the Duke 
of Windsor who, 19 y ears ago, 
abdicated the throne he had as­ 
cended as Edward VHI to marry 
“ the woman I lov e” —the twice 
div orced American Wallis War­ 
field Simpson. 
It is not v ery likely that Mar­ 
garet or any of her descendants, 
assuming that she ev er marries 


after giv ing ap Townsend, will 
occupy the British throne. But 
roy al 
responsibilities 
weighed 
heav ily in her decision. 
She is third in line for the 
throne, coming after the Queen's 
two small children. Prince Char­ 
les and Princess Anne. 
She pointed out in her state­ 
ment that if it had only been a 
question of renouncing her rights 
of succession, she 
might hav e 
contracted a civ il marriage. But 
she added, she was “ mindful of

October's Rain 
,Came Early, 
Held Surplus 


With more than an inch of rain­ 
fall during the first week, Octo­ 
ber’s precipitation in the 
Circle­ 
ville area got off to an early sur­ 
plus 
that 
held 
throughout 
the 
month. 
While the month’s 
accumula­ 
tiv tion was still 
more than 
two 
inches below the corresponding 
total for October of last year, 
last month’s rainfall 
was 
still 
nearly one-third ahead of normal 
for this locality. Circleville had 
2.73 inches of rainfall last month. 
Normal here for October is 2.42 
inches. 
Close to one and one-third inches 
of rain fell in and around Circle- 
— Ville during October’s first seven 
^ days. The surplus thus registered, 
alongside the normal figures, con­ 
tinued to gain by stages until—on 
Oct. 17—local rainfall was m o r e 
than a full inch ahead of normal. 
From that point a slow decline 
set in, but the area was still on 
the “wet” side on the rainfall chart 
last midnight.

OCTOBER of last year ended 
$with a surplus of 2.41 inches. At 
one time, in October 1954, 
local 
rainfall was close to three inches 
ahead of the normal calculated by 
the Columbus weather bureau. 
To obtain a more accurate read­ 
ing to start off the November rain­ 
fall measurements, The Herald’s 
“drought score” will be suspended 
for several days.

The report said there “appears 
to be rather sparse knowledge at 
the local level of the expressed 
policies at the national level. Be­ 
sides, there is still the problem of 
changing behavior patterns within 
a local group. Often an absence of

provides 
ample 
grounds for many local groups to 
avoid facing this issue squarely.”

It will 
be particularly true in 1956. 
<ly The Democrats and Republicans 
are so close in their thinking —- 
after allowing for ex trem ists and 
die-hards in both parties — the 
v oters will hav e trouble choosing 
between them. 
Since 
neither the 
parties 
nor 
their candidates will want to rock 
the boat with nov el notions at a 
time of hig h prosperity , the v oters 
will be inclined to look closer at 
t 


e candidates to decide which is 
ore likely to keep the country 
steady . 
This is written on the assumption 
President Eisenhower will not run 
ag ain. It’s especially because of 
him, ev en thoug h he doesn’t run, 
that the v oters will ex a m ine his 
would-be successors critically . 
They hav e been ex posed, in Ei­ 
senhower, to an unusual political 
personality . It is an ex traordinary 
politica l fea t that he has retained 
iiis enormous popularity after three 
y ears of the hurly -burly in the 
White House. 
This in itself is enoug h to make 
the v oters not only conscious of 
what the 1956 candidates repre­ 
sent in the way of party promises 
but of what kind of men they are 
in them selv es. 
The Democrats will probably ar­ 
g ue that they set the country ' on 
She road to the prosperity it is 
enjoy ing 
now. 
The 
Republicans 
will no dubt claim the credit for 
Eisenhower, with assurances they 
will keep up the g ood work. 
But aside from the social and 
economic aspects of Eisenhower’s 
administration, one thing became 
clea rer the long er he stay ed in 
ofice: He kept himself and the of­ 
fice of the presidency abov e the 
mud and feuds of American poli­ 
tic s . 
By calling no names, g etting into 
no personal quarrels, av oiding all 
appearance of emotional conflicts 
and petty spites, he has g iv en the 
impression of a president who had 
ev ery thing under control, include 
ing « thimself. 
He has handled himself in such a 
way there hav e been no attacks 
on him and practically no blame 
for any thing that 
went 
wrong . 
i^When any thing does g o sour, it’s 
blamed on his subordinates, nev er 
on him. The result for Eisenhower 
has been so g ood he 
must be 
classed — whether or not y ou 
ag ree with his prog rams or his 
v ision or his wisdom — as one 
of the best politicians in American 
history . 
Unfortunately for the Republi­ 
cans, while they plan to run on 
his record if he doesn’t run him- 
tself, they will not be able to trans­ 
fer Eisenhower’s personality to the 
1956 Republican candidate.

FARMER AND ‘FRIENDS’ 
THE AMERICAN farm er m a y be get 


ting suspicious of all his p r o f e ssed 


“friends.’' A number of Midwestern dairy 


men said as much in testimony before the 


Senate Agriculture Committee in St. Paul, 
Minn. 


The fa rm er may have enjoyed the talk 


that his vote is considered highly impor­ 


tant in the coming election. Naturally he 


would welcome honest approaches and his 
vote might reward such efforts. But t h e 
fa rm er is an independent thinker and it 
isn’t long before he resents the use of his 
problems as a political football. 
He becomes suspicious of “ package so­ 
lutions” offered by politicians who prob­ 
ably don’t know a pitchfork from a me­ 
chanical cornpicker. He beqomes tired of 
name-calling from both sides of the polit­ 
ica l fence. 
In defense of the politicians it can be 
said that farm organizations often set up 
pressure group approaches that may ob­ 
scure the true wishes of the fa rm er him­ 
self. Particula rly is this true where such 
fa rm groups demand stopgap programs 
that defeat long term solutions. 
But the fa rm er, better than anyone else, 
doesn’t like this playing with fire for polit­ 
ica l purposes. A shaking of the agricultural 
ba se can endanger the entire economy just 
a s it did 20 yea rs ago when the fa rm situa­ 
tion cascaded America into its worst de­ 
pression. 
Non-farmers can join in demanding that 
the politicians in their eagerness to “ help” 
the fa rm er not undermine the economy by 
their nosing for political issues. 


EUROPE SAFE BET 
THE FLOW OF U. S. government money 
and tourist dollars to Europe is a familiar 
story. While government aid is slackening, 
tourists last yea r shelled out a record- 
breaking $484 million and bid fair to set a 
new m a rk in 1955. 
But what is new is a growing movement 
of American purchases of European secur­ 
ities. One Wall Street brokerage firm re­ 
ports its volume in sales of European 
stock to Americans has jumped 10-fold 
since 1953. It m arks a revival of American 
purchases in European shares after almost 
a quarter century of disinterest. 
The reason is that Europe’s booming

Their willingness 
to “ bet” cold private cash on the future of 
private industry across the seas is an im­ 
portant indication of Europe’s sturdiness.

sale an article by Alger Hiss on “ Y a lta .”

“Alger Hiss was born in Ba ltim ore in 
1904. He took his A. B. at Johns Hopkins 
University, and his law degree at Harvard

1947 he resigned to accept the presidency 
of the Carnegie Endowment for Interna­ 
tional Pea ce. He was a m em ber of t h e 
United States Delegation to the Y a lt a Con­ 
ference, serving as technical adviser on 
questions relating to the United Nations. 
At present he makes his home in New York 
City.” 
Nothing appears in this article about Al­ 
ger Hiss having been convicted for perjury 
after two trials. Nothing is said about his 
serving a sentence in a Federa l prison for 
such perjury. Nor is anything said about 
the trials and the perjury having had some­ 
thing to do with conspiracy on behalf of 
Soviet Russia. 
Therefore, 
this biographical s k e t c h 
might lead some readers to believe either 
that it is another Alger Hiss or that Hiss 
has been exonerated or that the author of 
the biographical sketch is a liar by his 
omissions. 
This magazine gives currency to such 
sentences as these in the yea r 1955: 
. . .The Yalta Myth has arisen in the 
post-war decade, ten yea rs f i l l e d with 
fears that gradually replaced the 
pur­ 
posiveness with which we had faced the 
Great Depression and the Axis powers. 
Among the sources of our fea rs has been 
the recognition that as a nation we have 
not been notably successful a t fashioning 
strong and tranquil relations with the oth­ 
er peoples of the war-torn world. The times 
have been fertile for visions of hobgoblins. 
menacing outer world can readily be 
peopled in the fearful imagination with 
demons and wicked sorcerers.” 
Of course, Alger Hiss was in prison dur­ 
ing much of the Cold War and he may not 
have heard the details of the Korean and 
Indochina Wars, and he m ay feel that 
those Americans who were killed in t h e 
Korean War were fighting hobgoblins, but 
Soviet Russia is too real for the Am erican 
people to forget all the miseries that have 
come to us from our association with that 
country.

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FARMER AND ‘FRIENDS’ 
THE AMERICAN farmer may be get­ 
ting suspicious of all his p r o f e ssed 
‘‘friends.” A number of Midwestern dairy­ 
men said as much in testimony before the 
Senate Agriculture Committee in St. Paul, 
Minn. 
The farmer may have enjoyed the talk 
that his vote is considered highly impor­ 
tant in the coming election. Naturally he 
would welcome honest approaches and his 
vote might reward such efforts. But t h e 
farmer is an independent thinker and it 
isn’t long before he resents the use of his 
problems as a political football. 
He becomes suspicious of ‘‘package so­ 
lutions” offered by politicians who prob­ 
ably don’t know a pitchfork from a me­ 
chanical cornpicker. He beqomes tired of 
name-calling from both sides of the polit­ 
ical fence. 
In defense of the politicians it can be 
said that farm organizations often set up 
pressure group approaches that may ob­ 
scure the true wishes of the farmer him­ 
self. Particularly is this true where such 
farm groups demand stopgap programs 
that defeat long term solutions. 
But the farmer, better than anyone else, 
doesn’t like this playing with fire for polit­ 
ical purposes. A shaking of the agricultural 
base can endanger the entire economy just 
as it did 20 years ago when the farm situa­ 
tion cascaded America into its worst de­ 
pression. 
Non-farmers can join in demanding that 
the politicians in their eagerness to “help” 
the farmer not undermine the economy by 
their nosing for political issues. 


EUROPE SAFE BET 
THE FLOW OF U. S. government money 
and tourist dollars to Europe is a familiar 
story. While government aid is slackening, 
tourists last year shelled out a record- 
breaking $484 million and bid fair to set a 
new mark in 1955. 
But what is new is a growing movement 
of American purchases of European secur­ 
ities. One Wall Street brokerage firm re­ 
ports its volume in sales of European 
stock to Americans has jumped 10-fold 
since 1953. It marks a revival of American 
purchases in European shares after almost 
a quarter century of disinterest. 
The reason is that Europe’s booming 
prosperity is opening tremendous new 
markets for her production of autos, appli­ 
ances, and a hundred other items. So rapid 
has been this progress that many Ameri­ 
can investors feel the stock of these com­ 
panies is undervalued in terms of earnings 
prospects. That makes them a good bar­ 
gain. 
When contrasted with the dismal picture 
IO years ago, this evidence of growing Eur­ 
opean economic strength is heartening. Af­ 
ter all, stock purchasers are interested pri­ 
marily in making money. Their willingness 
to “bet” cold private cash on the future of 
private industry across the seas is an im­ 
portant indication of Europe’s sturdiness.

‘‘The Pocket Book Magazine,” which 
sells on racks in drug stores and s u c h 
places, publishes in its issue that is now on 
sale an article by Alger Hiss on “Yalta.” 
It is, in fact, the lead article. 
Preceding the article is a biography of 
the author which I give you in full as it ap­ 
pears: 
“Alger Hiss was born in Baltimore in 
1904. He took his A. B. at Johns Hopkins 
University, and his law degree at Harvard 
Law School. In 1936 he entered the State 
Department, where from 1944 to 1947 he 
specialized in United Nations affairs. In 
1947 he resigned to accept the presidency 
of the Carnegie Endowment for Interna­ 
tional Peace. He was a member of t h e 
United States Delegation to the Yalta Con­ 
ference, serving as technical adviser on 
questions relating to the United Nations. 
At present he makes his home in New York 
City.” 
Nothing appears in this article about Al­ 
ger Hiss having been convicted for perjury 
after two trials. Nothing is said about his 
serving a sentence in a Federal prison for 
such perjury. Nor is anything said about 
the trials and the perjury having had some­ 
thing to do with conspiracy on behalf of 
Soviet Russia. 
Therefore, this biographical s k e t c h 
might lead some readers to believe either 
that it is another Alger Hiss or that Hiss 
has been exonerated or that the author of 
the biographical sketch is a liar by his 
omissions. 
This magazine gives currency to .such 
sentences as these in the year 1955: 
“. . .The Yalta Myth has arisen in the 
post-war decade, ten years f i l l e d with 
fears that gradually replaced the pur­ 
posiveness with which we had faced the 
Great Depression and the Axis powers. 
Among the sources of our fears has been 
the recognition that as a nation we have 
not been notably successful at fashioning 
strong and tranquil relations with the oth­ 
er peoples of the war-torn world. The times 
have been fertile for visions of hobgoblins. 
A menacing outer world can readily be 
peopled in the fearful imagination with 
demons and wicked sorcerers.” 
Of course, Alger Hiss was in prison dur­ 
ing much of the Cold War and he may not 
have heard the details of the Korean and 
Indochina Wars, and he may feel that 
those Americans who were killed in t h e 
Korean War were fighting hobgoblins, but 
Soviet Russia is too real for the American 
people to forget all the miseries that have 
come to us from our association with that 
country. 
One would have imagined that Alger 
Hiss might, in the peace of the Lewisburg 
prison, have had ample time and quietude 
to search his soul and to resolve whatever 
doubts he may have had in favor of the 
United States, but this article shows, be­ 
yond misconstruction, that he still belives 
that the United States was all wrong and 
that only Soviet Russia made concessions 
at Yalta. In fact, one subhead in this arti­ 
cle reads: “The Russians Made the Con­ 
cessions.” It must be granted that such 
subheads are usually inserted not by the 
authors but by editors. Whoever did t h e 
job could never have read the Yalta Pa­ 
pers as issued by the State Department. 
Alger Hiss says that the reaction to the 
evils of Yalta is a “made-in-America” 
myth. This paragraph is truly amazing:

But one day 
the little gallant fat man stood 
up, then fell over dead. Some­ 
thing in his heart or head had 
burst.

Its Best To Vary Diet

VARIETY la the spica of any 
reducing diet. 
No matter how good they are 
for you, you can’t eat the same 
foods day after day. Yet, lf you 
want to lose those extra pounds, 
you’ve got to remain on your diet. 
The trick, of course, la in 
substitution. 
Low Caloried Foods 
The principle of a reducing 
diet Is to eat foods low in calories 
yet fortified with plenty of vita­ 
mins and minerals. The following 
vegetables qualify and may be 
substituted freely for other vege­ 
tables in your diet: 
Asparagus, celery, lettuce, apin- 
ach, string beans, sauerkraut, 
cauliflower, brussels sprouts, 
tomatoes, cucumbers, cabbage, 
beet greens, egg plant, broccoli, 
endive, radishes, peppers and 
chard. 
In fact, you can eat about as 
much asfyou want of radishes, 
celery, cucumbers, lettuce and 
raw cabbage. They won’t add 
many calories. 


While carrots contain a greater Q 
number of calories, you can in­ 
clude them once in a while if you 
limit yourself to half the quantity 
allowed for other vegetable!. 
Lean meat or beef, lamb, veal 
and pork contain about the sam* 
amount of amino acids. Beef, veal 
and lamb can be used inter­ 
changeably if you remove all out­ 
side fat. Turkey and chicken ara 
good, too. But pork should be used 
sparingly, because it usually ic 
infiltrated with fat. 
Don’t, however, substitute any­ 
thing for liver in your diet. Be­ 
cause of its special qualities, all 
of us should eat it at least once 
a week.

plastics 
with the low pressure flexible typ­ 
es which com e in rolls. Rigid plas­ 
tics are m ore durable but require 
workman ship for good 
installa­ 
tion. The com pleted job is isually 
quite expensive. 
T ests showed that vinyl can be 
considered a good product at mo­ 
derate cost. 
It 
resists 
dam age 
from m oisture and detergents and 
is more durable than linoleum , al­ 
though it is more likely to be dam ­ 
aged from heat. 
Desirable qualities of linoleum 
are its resiliency and a pecular 
“ healing” ability after being cut 
or hit with a heavy object. Lino­ 
leum s, vinyls and low pressure and 
rubber-backed lam inated 
plastics 
are flexible and lend them selves 
readily to “do-it-yourself” fans. 
Durability is a strong argum ent 
for tile and stainless steel. Both 
are hard, non-resilient m aterials. 
The appearance and durability of 
wood as a counter surface finish 
depends on the seal, finish 
and 
care the hom em aker gives it. Tests

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Author Claims 


He Was Visitor 


On Space Craft 


Writer Adamski Has 
Studied Reports 
From This District 


Pickaway County residents will 
have more than casual interest in 
one of the latest books on “flying 
saucers”—“Inside the Space Ships” 
by George Adamski. 
Adamski, one of the nation’s 
foremost authorities on the fly* 
ing discs, is convinced that at 
least two “saucers” have visited 
this district. One was reported 
by farmer Bruce Stevenson sev­ 
eral years ago. The other, Adam- 
sk’ believes, was in the vicinity 
of the Circleville water works 
one night when local fishermen 
told of a “strange, square light” 
in the treetops. 
At his request, details of both 
incidents have been relayed 
to 
Adamski, who has his 
own ob­ 
servatory at Valley Center. 
Cal. 
He 
has 
described 
the 
close-up 
“ saucer” report by Stevenson as 
one of the most interesting brought 
to his attention. 
Like the Pickaway County farm ­ 
er, Adamski remains tolerant of 
the skeptics. S t e v e n s o n , who 
brushes aside “flying saucer” jibes 
with unfailing good humor, has a 
standing offer to “ take an oath” 
that he watched a disc glide slow­ 
ly one winter night over his farm 
buildings. And Adamski. interna­ 
tionally known, has made perhaps 
the 
most 
sensational 
published 
claims on the subject, often in the 
face of ridicule from high and im­ 
pressive scientific sources. 
* * * 
THE California w riter’s 
latest 
book appears certain to tax the 
loyalty of even his most devoted 
followers. 
“ Inside 
the 
Space 
Ships” 
is 
Adamski’s own story 
of 
experi­ 
ences since November 
20, 
1952, 
when he says he first made per­ 
sonal contact with a man from an­ 
other planet. 
His new book begins with t h e 
story of a sim ilar meeting, 
but 
this time with a spaceman who ac­ 
tually “ talked” with the 
author. 
This second visitor leads him to a 
“ flying saucer” , described as a 
scout ship from Venus. And t h e 
‘saucer” , in turn, carries him to 
a visit on a huge “ mother ship” , 
high above the earth. 
Later, he tells of visiting an­ 
other “saucer” and, mother ship, 
both this time from Saturn! 
Adamski relates what trans­ 
pired these space 
craft, 
and 
what the men and women from 
other worlds have told him . 
“ Flying 
saucer” 
photographs 
taken by Adamski have long been 
the subject of wide controversy. 
Now, however, in his new book, he 
adds 16 additional pictures and il­ 
lustrations of the great m o t h e r 
ships from which, he declares, the 
“ saucers” are launched as scout­ 
ing units. 
* • * 
ADAMSKI claims he becomes 
“ mentally alerted” when 
a visit 
from space men is imminent. His 
visits to the space craft, he esti­ 
m ates, lasted tor a m a t t e r of 
hours. 
Adamski's latest account of his 
experience with “ saucers” , and 
those who fly them, will no doubt 
bring hoots of glee from the un­ 
believers. Even many of the faith­ 
ful may find all or parts of his 
new book incredible, though they 
rem ain convinced that the “ sau­ 
ce rs” themselves exist. 
Perhaps the author’s own con­ 
clusion is the best answer to one 
and all of these — the skeptics, 
doubtful, and startled faithful all 
in one. Adamski, in his closing 
chapter, writes: 
“ Let me say that I fully real­ 
ize many attem pts will be made 
to discredit these photographs 
(in “ Inside the Space Ships” ). 
This does not disturb me. 
“ Every man is free to believe 
or disbelieve the statem ents, sup­ 
ported by photographs, that 
are 
present in this book. But let each 
m an realize that his personal con­ 
clusion in no way alters the fact 
of their reality. 
“ For corroboration of this, one 
need only turn the pages of history 
to almost any year in almost any 
age. In its mass conception, the 
Earthbound mind has a l w a y s 
found it easier to scoff at new won­ 
ders than to face the fact of its
